Advantages Cited 


" 'Mass education' is a contradiction in 


trends. 
Education is a personal, individual 


experience." 


These words were spoken by Stanford Uni- 


versity professor Robert N. Bush, one of the 
founders of a revolutionary high school schedule 
which underwent intensive experimentation this 
last year in four western high schools. 


Usually referred to as the flexible schedule, 


the system for breaking down a school day 
developed by Professors Bush and Dwight Allen 
attempts to gauge the optimum effective time 
which can be spent on a subject. A typical day 
might include one-half hour for a foreign lan- 
guage, one hour for English, two hours for 
science lab and one hour and a half for physical 
education. 


The flexible system is in direct contrast to 


the universally used Carnegie unit system, 
which divides the school day into periods of 
equal time instead of on the time requirements 
of each course. 


Under the flexible concept as tried out by 


6,000 students in two high schools in California 
and one each in Nevada and Oregon, the school 
day runs from 8 to 5—a little longer than the 
usual schedule—but included in this day is time 
for classes, conferences with teachers, individual 
study, laboratory work, library research and 
extra-curricular activities. 


Compensating for the longer day is a rule 


on no homework. The Stanford professors di- 
recting the flexible schedule are firmly con- 
vinced homework adds little to the student's 
knowledge, but may harm his academic progress 
by turning over to parents who have been away 
from school for 20 years, and in many cases are 
unfamiliar with modern teaching techniques, 
part of the teacher's responsibility. 


When the student leaves school at 5 p. m., 


"there would be no work hanging over his head, 
and no automatic handicaps for those students 
who are unable to do their homework for various 
reasons," is the way Professor Allen explains it. 


During the initial shakedown experiment, 


parents, students and teachers found much to 
admire in the flexible schedule. It will not be 
surprising to hear more about this tailored-to- 
the-individual concept of teaching in the future.

He decided 
at the last minule that it would be good tactics to 
play it cool a little longer, waiting for a real call. The 
result is that, to veterans of the press like Jack Bell, 
he seemed a shiliv-shallier.

What Scranton has got to

book. 
It's a miracle that he won in California. 


He's let his supporters become entirely too posses- 
sive of him. For example, Ihcy are ordering news 
photographers around as if they owned Goldwator. 

Rut with everybody making ter- 
rible mistakes, it lets the front nmner remain In 
front even though he gnl there by stumbling that 
was bad enough to lick anybody in an ordinary year.

appears to me as

piled up a huge advance. The 
reviews, generally, accentuated 
the positive. Thanks to televi- 
sion. Miss Burnett should draw 
the out-of-town trade as well as 
the local. 


The play is a different mat- 


ter. It is bad timing to bring in 
A serious, slice-of-life drama at 
this stage of the seasons unless 
there is a super-star heading 
the cast to bolster a worthy 
piece of playwriting. 


That 
isn't 
the 
case 
with 


Frank 
D. GHroy's admirable 


script. In fact there are only 
three actors, which automatic- 
ally indicated that it has to be 
a rather quiet, mood-type piece 
of work. 


But it is a beautifid job. A 


little 
over-long, 
perhaps, 
for 


what it has to say; a bit of un- 
necessary exaggeration in one 
department.

father, 
mother and only 
son, 


who is just back from World 
War II — and makes it glow. 
He achieves both heartache and 
humor with the aid of moving 
performances by Jack Albert- 
son, Irene Dailey and 
young 


Martin Sheen and the able di- 
rection of Ulu Grosbard. 


It will be a shame if the pub- 


lic doesn't latch onto this one. 
It is probably the best Ameri- 
can play of the whole season, 
arriving, 
unfortunately,

all of the prices had been given 
out. 


Miss Burnett's musical is lav- 


ish, colorful and a little weak 
in the script department. But

Photographers Given 
Tips On Exposures 


By BART KINCH

Exposure is one of the in- 


gredients 
of 
any 
photograph 


and correct exposure is essen- 
tial for any successful picture 
whether it be a portrait, land- 
scape, candid or posed. 


Many beginners are discour- 


aged in their early efforts be- 
cause many of their pictures 
are etiher overexposed or un- 
derexposed. The acceptable pic- 
tures are strictly the result of 
luck. 


This early pitfall can be elim- 


inated quickly he the early ac- 
quisition and correct use of an 
exposure meter. 


Simply stated, exposure me- 


ters measure either t h e light 
falling on the subject to be 
photographed (incident reading) 
or the light that bounces off the 
subject toward the camera (re- 
flected light). 


There are a great many ex- 


posure meters on the market 
and many can be used for both 
types 
of 
light 
measurement. 


They also vary in price from 
a modest $7 or $8 to S100 and 
more. 


The purpose of the light me- 


ter is to assist in determining 
what 
the 
correct 
exposure 


would be for a given situation. 
The meter must be set for the 
ASA (film speed) rating of the 
film you intend to use. 


The light meter, when properly 


handled and correctly set, will 
give you the correct lens open- 
ing and shutter speed combina- 
tion (or combinations) for that 
particular picture. 


Obviously, the key to success 


is the proper handling. For if 
improperly used, the meter is 
worthless and will not be an 
aid. 


For some helpful hints on the 


correct 
use 
of light meters, 


let's quote what Allen Stimson, 
a recognized authority on the 
subject, has to say. In a Kodak 
booklet entitled "Here's How," 
Stimson has this to say about 
reflected 
light meters — the 


type most generally used. 
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"A 
reflected - light meter 


will indicate a good exposure 
for a scene containing a person 
and background both in the sun 
or 
both 
in the shade," 
he 


writes. "But if one is shaded 
and 
the other 
sunlighted, 
a 


close - up reading on the im- 
portant 
subject is sometimes 


necessary." 


From 
this 
Stimson 
offers 


some general conclusions on us- 
ing reflected - light meters. 


Reflected - light meters can 


be simply aimed at the subject 
if: 


"—The scene contains scat- 


tered 
light 
and 
dark 
areas 


about equal in 
importance. 


"—The scene is uniformly il- 


luminated. 


"—The sun illuminates t h e 


principal subject and the back- 
ground is average. 


"—The background and fore- 


ground are not widely different 
in brightness." 


Stimson also recommends thai 


when more than >/< of the pic- 
ture will be sky, the m e t e r 
should be tipped downward to 
exclude the sky in taking a 
reading EXCEPT WHEN THE 
SUN ILLUMINATES THE SUB- 
JECT. 


Finally, 
Stimson 
recom- 


mends close - up readings on 
the 
principal subject 
matter 


when: 


"—Subject brightness is wide- 


ly 
different 
from 
background 


brightness. 


"—The subject is small com- 


pared ivith the background. 


"—The illumination on t h e 


background 
is different 
from 


that on the subject. 


"—The background is 
con- 


trasty, such as patches of sky 
showing through foliage." 


The subject of light meters 


and exposure can hardly be ex- 
hausted in one brief newspaper 
article. Suffice it to s a y that 
generally speaking any photog- 
rapher can benefit from using 
a light meter. They are simple 
to operate and for many, soon 
pay their initial cost in film 
saved 
that 
otherwise 
would 


have been lost through under or 
over - exposure.

President Kennedy's Mementoes 
To Be Displayed In Baltimore 


John F. Kennedy's thoughts on 


pressing matters of his Admini- 
stration were often reflected in the 
phrases and words he constantly 
scribbled on any kind of paper at 
hand, and a sampling of his high- 
level doodling will be featured 
in the Kennedy Library Exhibit 
opening in Baltimore on Monday. 


Providing an intimate glimpse 


into Mr. Kennedy's reactions or 
thinking under both crisis and de- 
cision-making 
conditions, 
the 


doodles take the form of initials 
or words repeated over and over, 
sketches of sailboats and other 
objects and an unreadable script 
written on sheets of yellow-lined 
paper, menus, place cards and en- 
velopes. 


Together with photographs of 


his family and public life, historic 
documents associated 
with his 


Administration, personal papers 
and memorabilia, the scribblings 
of the President will be on dis- 
play in the lobby of the State 
Office Building through Wednes- 
day. 


The exhibit, sponsored by the 


John F. Kennedy Library, will be 
open without charge to the public 
from 9 a. m. until 10 p. m. daily. 


Among the personal papers of 


the President are drafts and read- 
ing copies of speeches given by 
Mr. Kennedy containing his hand- 
written changes and underlining 
of words and phrases he wanted 
to emphasize. 


On a draft of the speech he gave 


to the people of Berlin, June 25, 
1963, 
the President added 
the 


memorable sentence: "I am a 
citizen of Berlin." This appear- 
ance in Berlin, before a wildly 
enthusiastic crowd, is recaputred 


in a brief color film with sound 
shown as part of the exhibit. 


At the 
outset of the Cubim 


crisis, President Kennedy scratch- 
ed a note to Pierre Salinger an- 
nouncing his return from Chicago 
to Washington, giving for security 
reasons, that he had a cold.

Pho to g ra phers Giv en 
Tips On Ex po sures

Exposure is one of the in­ 
gredients 
of 
any 
photograph 
and correct exposure is essen­ 
tial for any successful picture 
whether it be a portrait, land­ 
scape, candid or posed. 
Many beginners are discour­ 
aged in their early efforts be­ 
cause many of their pictures 
are etiher overexposed or un­ 
derexposed. The acceptable pic­ 
tures are strictly the result of 
luck. 
'fhis early pitfall can he elim­ 
inated quickly be the early ac­ 
quisition and correct use of an 
exposure meter. 
Simply .stated, exposure me­ 
ters measure either t h e light 
failing on the 
.subject to he 
photographed (incident reading) 
or the light that bounces off the 
subject toward the camera (re­ 
flected light). 
There are a great many ex­ 
posure meters on the market 
and many can be u.sed for both 
tvpes 
of 
light 
measurement. 
They also vary in price from 
a modest $7 or $8 to $100 and 
more. 


The purpose of the light me­ 
ter is to assi.st in determining 
what 
the 
correct 
exposure 
would be for a given situation. 
The meter must be set for the 
ASA i film speed) rating of the 
film you intend to use. 
The light meter, when properly 
handled and correctly set, will 
give you the correct lens open­ 
ing and shutter speed combina­ 
tion (or combinations) for that 
particular picture 
Obviously, the key to .success 
IS the proper handling 
For if 
improperly ur^ed. the meter is 
worthle.-s and will not he an 
aid 


For ,ome helpful hints on the 
correct 
use 
of 
hght 
meters, 
lei':, quof. uhat Alien Stimson. 
a recogni/ed authority on the 
subject, ha 
to say In a Kodak 
booklet entitled 
Here , How,” 
Stim.son has this to say about 
reflected 
light 
meters — the 
t.\pe most generally used 
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“ A 
reflected - light meter 
will indicate a good exposure 
for a scene containing a person 
and background both in the sun 
or

in 
the 
shade,”

close - up reading on the im­

From
